AUTOMATIC TRAFFIC SIGNAL

The automatic traffic signal at 
the intersection of Kingshighway 
and Arsenal street, which is ex- 
pected to be placed in service Mon- 
day, will have a timing device novel 
in St. Louis.

Six Sicilians Still Ques-

GRAVELY WOUNDED 


Youth Said to Have Been in 
Quarrel Over Whisky 


Among the most prized Christmas ‘ 


Deal — Held 50 Times, 
Never Convicted. 


William Lombardo, 19-year-old 
Sicilian gangster shot yesterday 
afternoon in front of his home at 
1511 Carr street, has only a slight 
chance of recovery, Physicians at 
Missouri Baptist Hospital reported 
to police today. 

Lombardo was shot six or seven 
times. Two bullets were removed 
from his body less than an hour 
after the shooting. The usual 


the wounded man was made last 
night, and six Sicilian gangsters, of 
16 arrested, were still held today 
for further questioning. 

Although no witness caught 
more than a glimpse of the shoot- 
ing, it is apparent from their state- 
ments, aS well as the statement of 
Lombardo himself, that he was 
shot ky two or three men who 
drove up to the curb in an automo- 
bile as Lombardo was entering his 
home. 

Two children who were playing 
in the street near by told police- 
men that seven shots were fired at 
the gangster at short range before 
the assassins drove away in a large 
blue sedan. Lombardo’s sister, 
Jennie, helping her mother with 
the family washing in the base- 
ment, heard the first shots and 
looked out in time to see a man in 
anh automobile fires 
her brother from a pistol. ‘except 
that she was sure he wore a gray 
rat, she was unablé to describe 
him. 

Saw No One, Victim Says. 

Lombardo told policemen he was 
returning to his home after hav- 
ing spent the night with a com- 
panion in a downtown hotel. 

“I just got out of my car and 
started for the house when some- 
one shot me,” he told detectives. 
“T didn’t see who it was. I never 
saw anybody.” 

He was dragged into the house 
by his sisters and his mother, who 
found him on the sidewalk trying 
to crawl up on the front steps. 

Police Captain Frank Nally was 
informed recently that Lombardo 
had had a quarrel with his partner 
in a whisky deal, which may ex- 
plain the attack. Similarly he had 
numerous gang affiliations, any one 
of which may have been the cause 
of the shooting. 

Lombardo had been arrested 
more than 50 times and was one 
of the men picked up in a whole- 
sale drive on narcotic peddlers and 
wholesalers on Dec. 5. So far as 
police records show he has never 
been convicted of a crime. 


‘“Wingie” Cox, Pal of ‘Slain Gang- 
‘ ster, Mulconry, Arrested. 

“Wingie’’ Cox, one-armed Cuckoo 
gangster for whom police were 
looking since his pal, Louis Mul- 
conry, was killed in a gang shoot- 
ing on. Dec. 19, was arrested last 
night at Sixth and Olive’ streets 
when, drunk and quarrelsome, he 
got into a dispute with an elderly 
man who was also drunk. 

Patrolman Hancock, hurrying to 
the scene to separate the antagon- 
ists before blows were struck, ar- 
rested Cox when he _ recognized 
him as the wanted gangster. 

Although a one-armed man was 
seen by many witnesses to run from 
Mulconry’s automobile as Mul- 
conry fought for his life at Weber 
road and the Missouri Pacific 
tracks, Cox stoutly declared that 
when the fight occurred he was 
“anywhere but there.” 

An examination by City Hospi- 
tal physicians failed to disclose any 
wounds except that caused by a 
machine gun bullet when he: was 
aitacked on Nov. 7 as he left the 
wake of James Darmondy, Cuckoo 
gangster killed by Sheriff Lill of 
St. Louis County.

HYDE PERMITS USE 
OF CORN SUGAR IN 


FOODS, UNLABELED) 


Secretary of Agriculture 
‘Removes Discrimination 


Which Has Too Long| — 


Been Allowed.’ 


HOPES TO INCREASE 
MARKET FOR GRAIN 


Disregards Experts’ Pro- 
tests That His Action May 
Lead to Nullification of 
Pure Food Act. 


By RAYMOND P. BRANDT,

Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—By ex- 
ecutive order, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Arthur M, Hyde has changed 
the pure food and drug regulations 
to permit the use of corn sugar 
as a substitute for cane and beet 
sugar in preserved food without 
noting the fact on the label of the 


product, as hitherto required. Corn 
sugar is cheaper than cane or beet 
sugar and is about 75 per cent as 
sweet. 

In a statement last night, Hyde 
said his ruling removed a discrim- 
ination against corn sugar. “In the 
last 10 years,” said Hyde, ‘‘great 
progress has been made in refin- 
ing corn sugar. It is now a clear, 
clean, white, granulated sugar. It 
is a wholesome and healthful food. 
It has some properties more valu- 
able than cane sugar. It has no 
qualities which are in any wise 
harmful to health. The reason for 
the old departmental ruling has 
disappeared. It is high time that 
the discrimination against it, based 
on an ancient prejudice, should also 
disappear.”’ 

Ignores Experts’ Protests. 

Hyde made the ruling over the 
protests of the experts in pure food 
drug administration, who in- 


precedent that might lead to nulli- 
fication of the pure food and drug 
Mrs. Harvey Wiley, widow 
of the late pure food authority, 
also protested against the change, 
as did representatives of state food 
commissioners and the attorneys 
for the National Wholesale Groc- 
ers’ Association. 

Canned goods containing eet 
sugar are not required to state the 
fact on the label. Beet and cane 
sugar are identical chemically, and 
despite housewives’ prejudice 
against beet sugar for jellies, the 
Bureau of Standards declares there 
is absolutely no difference in re- 
sults obtained by use of cane or 
beet sugar because both are 
sucrose. 

Corn sugar is dextrose and has a 
different chemical formula. This 
was the basis for the experts’ con- 
tention that it should not be al- 
lowed to go unlabeled, 

Kyde denied that his ruling 
weakened the pure food and drug 
law and declared no harm would 
come to the manufacturers of high- 
grade special brands containing 
cane or beet sugar. “I cannot agree 
to the proposition,” said Hyde, 
“that the purchaser of prepared 
fruits or other foods in which 
sugar is aw element expects or be- 
lieves that such suger will always 
and everywhere mean sucrose 
(cane or beet sugar). There is no 
declaration on the label of canned 
peaches that they are sweetened 
at all. The label deelares only 
peaches, He looks to the manufac- 
turer to guarantee that they will 
be appetizing. He expects the pure 
food and drug act to insure their 
wholesomeness. If those requisites 
are fulfilled he is far from being 
deceived. He is entirely satisfied. 


Hopes to Enlarge Market for Corn. 
“There is also an affirmative 
and economic reason for this 
change in departmental rulings,” 
Hyde concluded. “American agri- 
culture has over-produced. The 
fact that production runs ahead of 
consumption is responsible for 
most of the ills of agriculture 
The Federal Farm Board, farm or- 
ganizations, ntany of the state co!- 
leges, and- this department, are 
striving to re-establish the eco- 
nomic balance of agriculture.

Block Floats Toward Lake 
Erie.

SANDUSKY, O.; Dec. 27.—All of 
the nearly 100 men and boys swept 
out in Sandusky. Bay on a large 
section of floating ice today were 
rescued within two hours. Fisher- 
men in boats removed most of 
them and the others escaped the 
peril of floating out into Lake Erie 
when the ice touched the shore 
near the Sandusky business section. 

The men and boys were fishing 
on the ice, and some had built 
shanties, when suddenly the ice 
cracked and broke loose from the 
mainiand. 

Although two feet thick, the ice 
was “soft.”” It moved quickly away 
from the shore and was floating in 
water 20 feet deep. The huge 
cake, nearly three miles lon? start- 
ed moving toward the lake at the 
the rate of about five miles an 
hour. Shouts brought the fisher- 
men's boats to the rescue. Most 
of those who were marooned were 
taken off in the boats, but before 
the fishermen could complete the 
rescue the ice cake touched shore 
and the rest of the stranded 
jumped to the mainland.

election of Norris. 
Calis for Apology. 
Nutt said the account, which 


was at the Commercial National 
Bank, had amougted to $50,000, 
and $32,000 of i€ had been dis- 
bursed, all by check. He gave an 
accounting showing to whom the 
money went. The facts, he added, 
were on file at the Capitol and 
could ‘have been obtained by Sen- 
ator Nye. 

“In view of these facts, which 
were readily ascertainable by Sen- 
ator Nye at the time he made his 
statement that this was a slush 
fund,’’ Nutt said, “I think the Sen- 
ator owes it to himself, to the Sen- 
ate of the United States, which he 
represents, and to the Republican 
National Committee and its offi- 
cers, to make a public apology for 
hig unwarranted charge. 

“Every dollar spent out of this 
fund was spent in congressional 
races and not one dollar of it was 
used to oppose any Senator. 


“The checks were drawn by 
Robert H. Lucas, executive direc- 
tor of the Republican National 
Committee, after full 
with Congressman Will R. Wood, 
chairman of the Congressional 
Campaign Committee, and they 
were sent into districts which were 
designated by Mr. Wood and other 
party leaders who were consulted 
from time to time regarding the 
congressional races.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Sen- 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska 


does not believe it would be prac- 
tical to start a third party move- 
ment at this.time, and he has no 
intention of leaving the Republican 
party for that purpose. He does 
believe the Federal Constitution 
should be amended to permit the 
people to vote directly for Presi- 
dent and Vice President, thus mak- 
ing it possible for an independent 
candidate to rum for the presi- 
dency. Accordingly, when the new 
Congress convenes he will intro- 
duce an amendment to abolish the 
Electoral College which now stands 
in the way of a direct vote. 

That is his response to the ap- 
peal of Prof. John Dewey, noted 
educator and philosopher, that 
Norris abandon the Republican 
party and lead a new party move- 
ment. In making his appeal, Prof. 
Dewey said he agreed with Robert 
i. Lucas, the Republican executive 
director, that Norris does not be- 
long in the Republican party. He 
is much too intelligent and pro- 
gressive for it, Dewey declared. 

However, the Nebraska Senator 
does not believe that political par- 
ties can be “‘started”’ by any leader 
or group of leaders; they have to 
occur in the form of popular up- 
risings among the voters On the 
other hand, the knowledge that an 
independent candidate at any time 
could enter the race for President 
would have a distinct tendency to 
keep the old parties “honest,” in 
his opinion. 

Not a Candidate Himself. 

Norris expounded his belief to 
about 409 newspaper correspond- 
ents yesterday afternoon. Prop- 
ping his feet on his desk and re- 
vealing the worn haljf-soles on his 
shoes, puffing composedly at an 
old pipe and answering questions 
with a frankness that probably 
could not be found elsewhere in 
Washington, the veteran insurgent 
leader made it plain that he is not 
a candidate for President, and does 
“not expect to live long enough” 
to become one. He is 69 years old. 

“Under our system the people 
never really select the President,”’ 
he said. “Every four years they are 
given the option of choosing be- 
tween two candidates, in the selec- 
tion of which they had no voice 
whatever. Very often it amounts to 
choosing what appears to be the 
lesser of two evils. 

“For example, we all know that 
President Hoover is a friend of the 
Power Trust. We all know that 
right now the Power Trust is doing 
everything it can to line up the 
Democratic party for Owen D. 
Young. Suppose that in 1932 Pres- 
ident Hoover is renominated on the 
Republican ticket, and Mr. Young 
is nominated on the Democratic 
ticket. The Power Trust would 
have two candidates, and the peo- 
ple would have none. Of course, in 
that case the Power Trust couldn't 
lose and the people couldn't win. 


Opportunity In Independent. 

“The only hope for the republic 
in a situation like that would be 
an opportunity to vote for an inde- 
pendent candidate. But that Is vir- 
tually impossible as long as we 
have the Electoral College. In or- 
der to make an effective race the 
candidate would have to establish 
an organization in every congres- 
sional district In the United States, 
and select candidates for electors. 

“This cannot be done in the short 
period which intervenes between 
the national conventions and the 
election, and, even if it were done, 
the voter would find himself con- 
fronted with a list of names longer 
than his arm, most of them un- 
known to him. 

“It should be just as easy for an 
fndependent to run for President as 
it is for an independent to run for 
Governor. It would be just as easy 
if the voters were enabled to ballot 
directly for President instead of 
voting for electors. That part of 
the Federal Constitution is obso- 
lete and should be changed.” 

In connection with his support 
of Gov. Smith in 1928—an action 
now given by Lucas as his reason 
for trying to drive Norris out of 
‘the Republican party—the Senator 
said he had no apologies to make. 
He declared that if Smith had been 
elected, the Muscle Shoals ques-

| Dewey's Advice Not Practical.

Many 
people will not agree with me. I 
do not look on a political party 
as being sacred or as anything ex- 
cept an instrumentality of govern- 
ment.

“Enthusiasm for parties often 
clouds our judgment and sometimes 
is really injurious to the coun- 
try.

An official ought to 
be moved exclusively .by what he 
believes is the good of the coun- 
try. If he obeys his oath of office, 
in fact, he has no legal right to 
do otherwise. 

For Popular Control of Parties. 


“A political party does not really 
belong to a few § self-appointed 
leaders. With all due respect, I 
may say the Republican Party does 
not beleng to President Hoover 
and Mr. Lucas. It did not belong 
to President Harding, or Fall, or 
Daugherty, or any of those men, 
although for a little while they 
were tn control of it. ; 
“The weakness of our political 
system is that we have no way of 
restoring control of the parties to 
the people to whom they properly 
belong. Moreover, a& new party 
would be subject to the same criti- 
cism that is now made against the 
old parties. For the purpose of 
ilfustrating my point, and casting 
no reflections on anyone, I may 
call attention to the fact that peo- 
ple now run to Mr. Hoover to learn 
how the party stands on every is- 
sue.

People Have No Voice.

For ex- 
ample, if we now had a President 
who was opposed to turning the 
natural resources of the country 
over to the Power Trust, you would 
find thousands of so-called leaders 
in his own party denouncing him.

DEVICE ENABLES INVALIDS 
TO BLOW OUT ELECTRIC LIGHT 


New York Man's Invention, Oper- 
ated by Whiff of Breath, to Be 
Demonstrated at Exhibit,

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 27.—The 
device to enable tireq people and 
invalids to blow out the electric 
light will be demonstrated at the 
research exhibits here next week in 
connection with the sessions of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Scierece. The device, 
operated by a whiff of breath, is 
an invention of Dr. E. E. Free of 
New York, head of the Free Lab- 
oratories. 

The device consists of two tiny 
discs mounted in a telephone 
mouthpiece about an eighth of an 
inch apart. When the breath is 
blown on them they make a con- 
tact which operates a relay. The 
relay, in turn, operates the electric 
light circuit. Another whiff of 
breath separates the two discs and 
turns off the current.

NEW YORK CLEARING HOUSE 
AGAIN CUTS INTEREST RATES 


Third Reduction in Year Follows 
Action by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank, 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK. Dec. 27.—The New 
York Clearing House yesterday an- 
nounced a further reduction in in- 
terest rates which member banks 
may pay on deposits, the third re- 
duction this year. Such action haa 
been expected, particularly since 
the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank reduced its rediscount rate 
from 2% to 2 pér cent. The new 
rates became effective today. 

The rate on deposits of individ- 
aals has been reduced from 1% 
to 1 per cent, which compares with 
2% pér cent at the beginning of 
the year. The rate which memBer 
banks may pay on deposits of other 
banks has been reduced from 1% 
to'1, compared to 2 at the start of 
the year, and on deposits of mu- 
tual savings banks, to 1 14 from 2, 
and from 3 per cent at the first of 
the year. 

The rate on time deposits, up to 
six months, is unchanged at 2 per 
cent, compared to 3% as of last 
January. This rate was reduced 
on June 26.

When the Hargadine-McKittrick 
Co. was unable to proceed with 
financing the building, it was 
liquidated with no loss to creditors, 
its assets sold to the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co. and its control in 
the Barr store going to the Famous 
Dry Goods Co. 

Shortly afterward Mr. McKit- 
trick retired, and since that time 
has lived at Dublin, N. H. Until 
four years ago he served as a 
director of the Nationai Bank of 
Commerce and the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. here, and of the Fourth 
National Bank of New York. Re- 
cently he had traveled in Europe, 
where his two sons hold positions 
with financial houses. His death, 
at a winter residence at Cam- 
bridge, followed a stroke of apo- 
plexy. 

Born in St. Louis, he attended 
Washington University, where he 
was graduated in 1883. At the 
completion of his course, he en- 
tered the dry goods company, of 
which his father, Hugh McKit- 
trick, was president. In 1895 he. 
succeeded his father in that office. 
The company, comprised of inter- 
ests established in 1835, was at 
911 Washington avenue. 

Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 
Hildegard Sterling McKittrick, a 
daughter of E. C. Sterling, founder 
of the Hydraulic-Press & Brick 
Co.; a daughter, Miss Margaret 
McKittrick, engaged in Ih.dian wel- 
fare work at Santa Fe, N. M., and 
two sons, Thomas H. McKittrick 
Jr., of the banking firm of Lee, 
Higginson & Co., London, and E. 
Cc. S. MeKiitrick, European repre- 
sentative of Harriman & Co. of 
New York. 

Two brothers, Hugh McKittrick 
and Walter McKittrick, are living 
in St. Louis, as is his sister, Mrs. 
George D. Markham, at whose 
home the body will rest after its 
arrival here late today.

I won- 
der if these critics are fully familiar 
with the provisions of the City Charter 
which regulate the conduct of the im- 
portant office he so well fills? 
The Comptroller is specifically chafged 
with maintaining the credit of the city; 
he is directed as to how and under what 
conditions he may draw his warrants on 
the City Treasurer, and to insure the 
faithful performance of his trust he is 
_ required to furnish a bond of not less 
than $300,000. Thus Mr. Nolte must 
confine himself within the limits pre- 
cribed, under severe penalties if he 
does not. 
Because he does obey the mandate of 
the people conscientiously, with a sole 
idea of protecting the interest of the tax- 
payer, it seems in rather bad taste to 
criticise his fidelity to the trust reposed 
in him by referring to him as a tightwad 
and similar phrases. 
It should be remembered that Mr. 
Nolte, as Comptroller, is handling oth- 
er peeple’s money; he is expected to see 
to it (and does) that the people get 
value received and that the administra- 
tion lives within its income. Many a 
sad story has been written around in- 
dividuals, firms and corporations that 
lived beyond their income. It will never 
be written’ of the Comptroller, so long as 
Louis Nolte fills that office and con- 
tinues to use the same good, sound

California idle gas-making plants have been removed 
from the assets of some of the companies with the 
coming of natural gas, but in those cases there are 
several pipe lines supplging natural gas. St. Louis 
has at this time only one pipe line supplying it.

It took 20 years to make the great Cahokia Mound 
a State property. Except for the unselfish labor of a 
few people, Illinois would not now extend a protect- 
ing hand over this greatest of all our Northern Amer- 
ican earthworks. ‘Unfortunately, not all the mounds 
in the group belong to the State. Perhaps it is too 
late to hope that any great part of them wil? be pre- 
served. One by one they get in the way of potato 
patches and strawberry beds, and one by one they 
fall before the remorseless steam shovel. 
It is a tragedy. In the early days of St. Louis a 
beautiful mound stood approximately at the present 
intersection of Mound Street and Broadway. It was 
one of the landmarks of old St. Louis, an almost 
perfect cone rising from the crest of the west hill in 
all the old historical prints. It got im the way of 
Broadway, and it, too, was shoveled down. The Ca- 
hokia mounds are the most interesting archeologi- 
cal exhibit in the United States. They are so for be- 
ing older than the cliff dwellings and the Southwest- 
ern pueblos. Over there was an ancient and populous 
community which cultivated the fields of the river 
bottoms. That community enriched the Stone Age 
in North America with the flint hoes and spades 
with which it tilled the. soil.

Archeologists Say It 
Explored—Fine 


Uncovered. 


Is Unlike Any Other 
Pottery Shards 


A material addition had been 
made to the meager store of 
knowledge of the great Cahokia 
group of mounds, G. W. Clancy, 
field assistant to Director A. R. 
Kelly of the Illinois Archeological 
Exploration, said today upon com- 
pleting, excavation of a burial plat- 
form in Indian mound. 

This mound, originally  loaf- 
shaped, 49 feet high at one end, 50 
at the other and covering one and 
one-half acres, is being cut down 
by steam shovel to reclaim the 
land for cultivation on the Powell 
brothers’ truck farm, on Collins- 
ville road three miles from East B8t. 
Louis. 

The group of mounds centering 
about the huge Cahokia Mound, 
third largest of the sort in the 
world, was erected at an unknown 
time, 

An earthen ceremonial platform 
was excavated in a tumulus about 
a mile east of Indian mound several 
years ago by Prof. Warren K. 
Moorehead, under the sponsorship 
of the University of Illinois and 
Eastern institutions. It, however, 
was altogether different from this 
platform, which was unlike any 
that had come to the archeologist’s 
knowledge. Clancy troweled out a 
section 6 by 8 feet by hand, mak- 
ing a thorough determination of its 
elaborate structure and obtaining 
Samples for study. 

The platform, which was origi- 
nally 15 by 30 feet in extent, was 
uncovered 20 or 25 feet below the 
top of the mound, and in the exact 
center. 

Clancy came upon a very thin 
woven mat of what appeared to 
have been cornhusks or some 
broad-bladed grass. Below = this 
was a layer of bark, disintegrated 
to a powder. Then came ‘three or 
four layers of shells, in uniform 
length of about two-fifths inch, 
and in regular rows. Then there 
was another layer of bark, which 
covered bones, disintegrated and 
compressed into a mat. The bones 
rested on another layer of bark. 

The blanket of bark and shells 
eovered the southwest part, leav- 


ing bare a section of the burial 
platform on the north side. Here 
the excavators came on two sticks 
of what seemed to be cedar, re- 
spectively two and four feet long. 
Their position formed adjacent 
sides of a rectangle, and Clancy 
judged it possible that they might 
have been part of a frame for a 
burial. Within the angle thus 
formed he found fragments of a 
skull and a string of 31 beads. 


Clancy judged the beads were 
made of the thick inner core of 
conch shell, rather’ than ivory, 
which they somewhat resemble. 
He was inclined to doubt that any 
of the beads in this mound were 
of ivory. These were discs, one to 
one and one-half inches in diam- 
eter, one-half to three-fourths 
inch in thickness and pierced 
through the center. 

Beneath the shell blanket at one 
point were found three slender 
sticks of the sume wood as the 
frame. These lay horizontally. 
Charred bones, and charred roots 
of human teeth, also were found. 
No flint artifacts were unearthed. 
Chips of flint were discovered, but 
there was no indication that they 
had ever been worked. 

Scattered through the earth 
above the platform, however, were 
found potsherds which Clancy de- 
scribed as distinctly of high-grade. 
Some of the fragments had a red 
extra covering of very fine clay as 
a finish. 

Fragmentary bits of copper. 
corroded to a bright green and 
about a quarter of an inch thick, 
were found, in addition to the 
copper-sheathed spindles found 
several days ago and lent to the 
university by Fred and Will Pow- 


ell. These spindles, under the cop- 
per plate, were of the cedar-like 
wood. 


The burial platform was the 
primary feature of the mound, in 
Clancy’s Opinion, and bones which 
had been found in better preserva- 
tion near the edges of the tumulus 
were “intrusive burials,”” made at 
some later time and by some other 


people than the original builders.

Head of Bakers’ Organization 
Says St. Louis Firms Will 
Welcome Inquiry. 


Baking companies of St. Louis 
will welcome an investigation of 
prices of bread by Attorney-Gen- 
‘eral Shartel, Frank J. Jungewael- 
ter, president of the St. Louis 
branch of the Associated Lakers of 
America, said today in comment- 
ing on Shartel’s announcement that 
he expected to undertake such an 
investigation in the large cities and 
towns of the State. 

Jungewaelter repeated statements 
that the present wage scale and 
distribution costs ure more im port- 
ant factors in the price of bread 
than is the price of wheat. “I am 
certain there will be found no evi- 
dence of profiteering or other un- 
fair practices,” he said. “The pub- 
lic can get cheap bread now if it 
is desired. Cheaper qualities of 
bread sell in stores for 5 cents and 
the more desirable types for 8 and 
10 cents.” 

Jugenwaelter referred to a joint 
statement issued last summer by 
the secretary of the baker  pro- 
prietors’ organization and _ the 
bakers’ union in which it was said 
that the one way that bread prices 
could be lowered would be by re- 
ducing wuge scales. St. Louis 
bakers, he said, have no desire to 
cut the wage scale, now the high- 
est ever known in the industry. 

Shartel’s announcement did not 
say what channels his proposed in- 
vestigation would follow. “an 
prices are out of line with the 
present and past quotations on 
wheat, and have not responded to 
the lower wheat figures, it would 
follow that artificial means are 
being used to keep up the price 
of bread,” he said in part. “If we 
should find in this investigation 
that concerns operating in Missouri 
are violating the laws of this 
State, they will be promptly prose- 
cuted.”

DOUBLE INDEMNITY 
IN AIRPLANE FATALITY 


Court Rules Trip on Regular 
Reute Is Covered by Ac- 
cident Insurance. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Holders 
of life insurance policies who for- 
feit double indemnity if they are 
killed on “aeronautic expeditions” 
may still enjoy double protection In 
airplanes traveling over well- 
charted routes, according to a de- 
cision handed down by the appel- 
late division of the Supreme Court 
of New York yesterday with only 
one dissenting voice. 

The opinion said that the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society must 
pay Mrs. Ray Gibbs double indem- 
nity on a policy held by her son, 
Harold. The boy died June 14, 
1929, from injuries received two 
days before when a Coastal Air- 
ways plane, in which he was a pas- 
senger from Albany to New York, 
crashed. 

The insurance company was will- 
ing to pay $2500, the face value of 
the policy, but disclaimed an addi- 
tional liability of $2500 under a 
clause wifich provided for payment 
of -double indemnity in case of ac- 
cidenta] death. It was the com- 
pany’s contention that since the 
death resulted from an airplane ac- 
cident it was relieved of the extra 
liability. The clause on which it 
based the claim says that the com- 
pany will pay the additional sum 
on proof that death resulted solely 
from bodily injuries caused by ex- 
ternal, violent and purély accident- 
al means provided that the death 
“shall not be the result of or be 


caused directly or indirectly by} 


* * * engaging as a passenger 
or otherwise in submarine or aero- 
nautic expeditions.” 

Justice McAvoy, who wrote the 
decision, said the words “aeronau- 
tic expedition” did not apply to an 
ordinary airplane trip. 

He added that in a wide sense 
the term might be used to include 
any journey or voyage but that it 
was not its common connotation, 
and a policy reader would not con- 
clude that a customary trip in the 
regular course of transportation by 
airplane would be considered such 
an “expedition.”

Italian Secret Police, Work- 

ing Under Mussolini, 
‘ ‘Strikes Guilty Before 
They Can Budge.’

ROME, Dec. 27.—The function 
of the secret police force, operat- 
ing directly under Mussolini as 
Minister of the Interior, is the pro- 
tection of the Fascist system. The 
force is known as the Ovra, the 
word formed from the initials of 


Organizacione Vigilanza Reservat- 
asulle Associazoine. 

Although a secret police always 
has existed in Italy the announce- 
ment of the new organization has 
increase the anxiety in the popular 
mind, 

The semiofficial Tribuna pub- 
lishes an editorial saying: “Plotters 
please take notice that people with 
their eyes open are ready to act 
in the name of the state. The Ovra 
steps in before crimes are com- 
mitted, not afterwards. The police 
in the Fascist state do not have to 
work as under a liberal, demo- 
cratic regime in the blare of polit- 
ical and journalistic uproar. It is 
silent and active, striking down the 
guilty before they have had a 
chance to budge. Then it is for 
the high tribunal to have its say.” 

Broad Authority of Ovra, 

The Ovra has ample authority to 
work independently of the regular 
intelligence system. 

In its first weeks of operation 
the Ovra rounded up 27 men and 
women charged with conspiracy 


high Fascist tribunal for the de- 
fense of the state. That body is 
composed of Fascist officers in uni- 
form and resembles a courtmartial. 

Friends and relatives of the pris- 
oners fear they will be sentenced to 
the penal island. 

Among those arrested were Er- 
nesto Rossi of Milan, who tried to 
escape by jumping from the train 
while on his way from Rome. 

The Ovra is acting against a 
group which is charged with cir- 
culating chain léters against Fas- 
cism.

She is wide- 
ly known in the intellectual world 
of Italy and in the American col- 
ony.

both DeBosis before his death, and 
his wife were staunch Fascists. 
Mrs. DeBosis was acquitted a few 
days ago of a charge of conspir- 
acy in sending anti-Fascist litera- 
ture. 

Communist Leaders Held. 

Members of a Communist gang, 
which officials say was preparing 
several outrages on the recent an- 
niversary of the march to Rome, 
have been arrested. The names 
and number of those tal®n is 
secret. All that is known is that 
they are from: the province ,of 
Romagna in Northern Italy where 
Musolini was born.

It is true that children who rate 
high on psychological examinations 
occasionally 4o rather shockingly 
inferior work, especially in the 
“tool” subjects. Why is this so? 


The answer in most instances Hes 


ginning they have found school 
work to be too easy. During the 


rate of progress, the many drills 
and repetitions, which while neces- 
sary for less gifted children, caused 
in them the development of a 
bored, uninterested attitude. 


The cure for the bad work habits 
sometimes found in the superior 
child is to give him more work of 
the sort that will challenge his in- 
terest and require him to make an 
effort. 

Sometimes it is possible to place 
him in a special class among those 
who are his mental equals. The 
kind of work done in these “specia] 
opportunity rooms” is especially de- | 
signed to bring forth response from 
the gifted child. 

Where no special classes are pro- 
vided for gifted children, and where 
the school system can only meet 
the problem by pushing the bright 
child far ahead of his age group, 
it is sometimes the best of undesir- 
able alternatives to sacrifice the
